Cr.e  cf  the  commonest  experiences  of  people  who  have  actually  seen  a UPO  is 
they  find,  on  talking  to  others,  that  a surprising  nu'jiber  cf  pscple 
will  suddenly  admit  to  having  seen  one  themselves,  or  to  kno\/ing  someone 
who  has,  ‘rfhile  irany  of  these  sightings  are  quite  old  by  the  time  the  witness 
is  ijcved  to  reveal  them  to  someone  who  will  net  thirik  he  is  crazy, ' it  is  still 
cf  statistical  interest  to  us  tc  obtain  information  about  them.  If  any  of 
ycu  have  had  an  experience  like  this,  we  would  greatly  appreciate  you  giving 
tha  person  or  persons  the  retuim  address  on  this  letter  and  asking  them  if 
they  would  mind  sending  us  a full  description  of  their  sighting.

First  Sighting  - Questions  Anawered  In  Order 


!'•  Sketch  attached.

2,.  All  ll^ts  Involved  seemed  to  shine  from  their  ovm  source.  The 
’’cabin"  or  "gondola”  lights  were  normal  for  room  or  cabin  lighting. 

No  noise  whatsoever  - either  piston  or  Jet,  Height  seemed  to  be 
tftfo  to"  y,000  feet.

3.  The  "landing”  lights  (2)  appeared  as  a distant  auto  headlight  except 
much  brighter. 

4.  The  brightness  of  a landing  light  except  It  projected  no  beam. 

5.  As  If  seen  through  a haze  due  to  the  brightness  of  the  lights  In** 
volved  and  a bright  street  light  nearby.  The  object  appeared  to 
have  delta  wing  construction  but  not  clearly  outlined.

6.  Refer  to  sketch  - windows  were  definitely  outlined  as  shown. 

7-  Traveling  in  a straight  line  (northerly)  about  50  to  80  MPH.  No 
spinning  or  rotating  could  be  seen. 

8.  Due  to  the  fact  that  It  made  absolutely  no  noise,  also  at  the  low 
altitude  and  with  both  commercial  and  Air  Force  airports  close  by. 

It  had  no  high  intensity  red  rotating  lights  on  nor  did  It  have  any 
running  lights  at  all.  In  all  normal  type  of  aircraft  that  I am 
familiar  with,  the  cockpit  lights  would  be  off  so  that  the  pilot  may 
see  plus  the  fact  all  cockpit  windshields  are  normally  on  the  top 
side  of  the  (known)  aircraft,  this  particular  craft  was  beneath"  as 
It  would  be  on  a blimp  or  a larger  type  lighter*-than-alrcraf t . 

9*  As  stated  In  Answer  #4,  no  beams  were  projected  from  any  of  the 
lights.  X have  hardly  ever  seen  a night  so  clear  that  some  pro- 
jections would  be  noticed,  but  there  were  none  on  this  sighting. 

I did  not  notice  any  lll\iralnation  on  the  ground  or  surrounding 
houses  and  it  was  directly  overhead. 

10,  Slowly,  In  a northerly  direction.  After  it  passed  over  and  I was 
looking  at  It  from  the  rear  - only  the  "landing"  lights  could  be 
seen  as  apparently  the  "cabin  windows"  were  only  on  the  end  in  the 
direction  In  which  it  was  heading.  As  It  headed  northward,  a plane 
was  observed  coming  towards  us  at  eleven  o'clock  high  (4  to  5 thou- 
sand feet)  with  the  normal  compliment  of  ninnlng  lights.  The  engine 
(piston)  of  this  plane  could  easily  be  heard. 

11.  I do  not  believe  It  was  any  type  of  aircraft  normally  used  by  any 
cotinti*y  on  this  planet.

The  wlndox'Ts  and  "landing  lights"  looking  from  beneath  appeared 
like  the  sketch  below.  Nothing  was  seen  In  the  windovjs  vjhich 
were  softly  lighted.  The  round  lights  were  very  bright  ond 
prevented  seeing  the  main  body  except  as  shaded.

See  attached  sketch.  As  the  lights  proceeded  6n  a southerly  course 
(again  no  sound  at  all),  object  No.  2 In  sketch  peeled  off  towards 
the  east  and  seemed  to  lose  altitude  and  went  ''out"  all  at  once.  The 
rest  of  them  Just  disappeared  In  the  same  direction  which  should  have 
taken  them  almost  over  the  Air  Force  Base  located  there. 


2.  Very  bright  blulsh-whlte. 

3.  They  moved  as  though  In  formation  approximately  4,000  ft.  high. 

4.  About  the  same  Intensity  except  for  the  bluish  color. 

3.  They  were  similar  except  much  larger. 

6.  Answered  in  #1* 

7*  No  beam.  Just  as  Sv light  bulb  except  much  brighter. 

8.  Due  to  the  comparison  with  the  horizon  and  the  angle  that  I saw  them 
I would  say  they  were  4 to  5 thousand  feet  high  moving  at  350  - 400 
MPH. 


Conditions  were  clear  - the  moon  was  not  visible  to  me  at  the  time 


Final  Questions  Asked 


I was  with  my  at  the  time.  We  also  were 
talking  to  his  neighbors  who  saw  the  object  before  we  did.  They 
were  an  Air  Force  Sergeant  and  his  Mother. 


2.  My  son  says  he  has  heard  and  talked  to  several  who  saw  the  same  thing 


Being  a private  pilot  myself  and  having  seen  other  DF0*s  several  years 
ago,  I usually  watch  the  sky  for  any  unusual  objects,  X had  a very  good 
view  of  the  objects  in  question,  was  not  excited  and  with  the  first  object 
had  a good  chance  to  try  to  evaluate  it  as  it  flew  over.  I know  of  nothlnj 
on  this  planet  that  files  without  any  noise  except  a glider  and  this  fllgh 
could  not  be  duplicated  with  a glider  especially  at  night.  A blimp  could 
be  drifting  along  * but  It  would  have  Its  proper  lights  on  - plus  the  fact 
that  Air  Force  would  know  It  was  there.  I also  believe  from  what  "good" 
facts  I have  read  and  what  I myself  have  seen  over  the  past  years,  that 
these  objects  are  from  some  other  planet.  The  only  thln^  that  I can't  und< 
stand  is  If  they  are  that  far  advanced  - what  are  they  waiting  for?  They 
most  certainly  are  not  afraid  of  us  and  should  land  and  make  themselve  kno^ 

I am  not  worried  about  what  people  think,  as  they  thought  Fulton  was  a 
nut,  but  the  steamboat  did  not  do  too  bad.  Wg  also  have  a few  objects  in 
space  that  may  puzzle  the  same  ones  who  puzzle  us????

The  Pnioria  J^iws  of  M«y  6 
reported: 

**A  mysterious  glowing  Hying  object 
which  has  been  puzzling  Preioriani 
for  about  three  weeks,  made  another 
appearance  over  the  city  last  nights 
This  lime,  powerful  binoculars  were 
trained  on  the  object,  and  rcsidenu  of 
Chamfuti  Street,  Morcglocd,  saw  that 
It  took  the  form  of  a box-like  structure 
surrounded  by  an  orange  glow.  The 
object  was  in  view  for  about  20 
minutci  between  7*30  and  0 p*m* 

"Mrs*  J*  F.  J.  van  Rensburg  and 
her  neighbours  saw  the  object  switch 
from  an  east-west  direction  to  the 
north-east,  where  it  disappe^ared  over 
the  horizon.  *We  saw  it  stop  and  then 
continue,’  said  Mrs.  V'an  Rensburg 
today.  *I  immediately  telephoned  the 
RadcliflTe  Observatory  and,  although 
they  scanned  the  sky,  they  could  not 
see  it.  Because  we  thought,  at  first, 
that  it  may  have  been  a meteorologi- 
cal experiment  we  also  telephoned  the 
Weather  Bureau  and  the  Meteoro- 
logical Office  at  Jan  Smuts  Airport. 
They  did  not  see  it,*  Mr*,  van  Rena- 
burg  said. 

'’Recently,  Mr.  H,  B.  Hansen,  of 
482  Frederick  Street,  West  End,  saw 
an  orange  glowing  object,  at  5.20  in 
the  morning.  It  was  moving  towards 
the  north,  and  then  veered  eastwards. 

"Mr.  Hansen  said:  'The  object  was 
stationary  for  some  minutes  and  then 
disappeared  only  to  reappear  soon 
after.  It  was  definitely  not  a shooting 
star.*  " Several  other  reports  about 
the  object  have  been  received  at 
various  times.  Technicians  at  the 
Hartebeesthoek  space  station,  near 
Pretoria,  do  not  know  what  it  is!

” Western  Sightings 

Spring  '64  Flap 

Several  sightings  which  took  place  In 
the  west  during  the  Spring  of  1964  UFO 
activity,  were  crowded  out  of  fall  bulle- 
tins by  more  detailed  accounts  of  other 
Incidents.  We  take  this  opportunity  to 
list  these  incidents  with  pertinent  details; 

Mrs.  G.  KX  Kriger,  of  _S.  New  Mexico^ 
Highway  10,  Tijleras,  re]^rted  fo  author^ 
Ities  and  the  Albuquerque  Tribune  that

and  New  Mexico  reported  speedy  mys- 
tery objects.  Mrs.  J,  M.  Watkins  of  Sum- 
mit Ridge  (north  of  Cortez,  Colorado) 
told  a reporter  that  she  saw  2 cylindri- 
cal-shaped objects  with  fins  flying  at 
about  200  feet  altitude.  They  appeared  to 
be  about  50  feet  long.  A neighbor  also 
viewed  the  objects. 

A similar  report  came  from  a Mancos, 
Colorado  man  who  said  he  saw  two  ob- 
jects (description  correlates  with  object 
seen  by  Mrs.  Watkins)  flying  In  the  vicin- 
ity of  Mesa  Verde  National  Park.  Same 
date.  . 

Later  in  the  afternoon  a report  was 
made  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  at 
Farmington,  New  Mexico  of  a cylindri- 
cal object  flying  in  the  area.  This  report 
and  another  made  at  Farmington  a short 
time  later  said  the  object  appeared  to  be 
“tumbling  in  the  air"  as  it  flew  at  low 
altitude. 

Two  Albuquerque  men  who  refused  to 
identify  themselves  in  print  told  the 
Albuquerque  Tribune  that  they  watched 
a small,  flat-bottomed  egg-shaped  object 
for  about  S minutes  through  binoculars 
at  1:40  p.m.  on  11  May.  It  was  metallic- 
appearing,  noiseless  and  flew  near  the  i 
base  of  the  Manzano  Mountains.  They 
first  thought  the  object  was  a jet  but  it 
was  flying  too  slow.  It  disappeared  after  1 
5 minutes,  then  a jet  flew  over.  They  had 
no  trouble  identifying  ihe  jet  and  said 
the  object  definitely  was  not  a conven-  ; 
tional  aircraft.  The  Manzano  Mountains, 
incidentally,  are  a highly  sensitive  classi- 
fied military  area.  |
